After leaving 
Gravel River we verge inland for a time, 
but soon we are on the lake shore again, 
Mere it reminds ono of the Sandbanks on 
Lake Ontario in P. E. Co., with its gravel 
shore and pebbly bars.

This is a neat 
little town, nestling beneath a high moun¬ 
tain of rook while in front lies the beauti¬ 
ful bay of the same name. 

Quite a few settlers’ cabinsare discernible 
: in the distance and along the road. We 
now get tea whioh consisted of dried meats, 

! canned gages, bread without butter, and 
; lemonade for drink. By the time tea is 
over we ere in Port Arthur,—population, 
15000—the terminus of the Eastern Divi 
sion. It waaiormerly called Prince Arthur’s 
Landing and is situated on the west shore 
of Thunder Bay, an important arm of Lake 
Buperior It is the chief Canadian port on 
the lake. Large numbers of both steam 
and sail power arrive and depart daily. It 
is beautifully lighted bv eleotricity These 
aro the lirst electric lights wu have seen 
since we left Toronto. We feel as though 
we were at last getting over the great wil¬ 
derness that separates Ontario from Man 
itoba. The fine C.P.R. steamships ply 
between here and Owen Sound. The town 
has a large elevator, extensive docks, and a 
well cstab ished trade It has many sub 
stautial buildings, including a number of 
hotels. Prom the beauty of its situation 
its accessibility, and the opportunities for 
sport, both inland and on the water, it has 
become a favorite resort for tourists during 
the summer months. A long promontory 
of bat-irtic rock on the apposite side of the 
bay caded the " Sleeping Giant,” termin¬ 
ates in Thunder Cape. Wo could see in 
the moonlight the outlines of this rock as 
it reared itself against the horizon. Behind 
the capo lies the famous Silver Islot, which 
has yielded almost fabulous wealth. Pic 
Island, another mountain of columnar 
ba«alt, divides the entrance to the bay, 
which is flanked on tlio west by Mackay 
Mountain, overlooking Fort William. Here

Mot only do the British trade returns 
show that the imports of eggs from Canada 
into tbs United Kingdom daring the past 
two years were ndiooloas.y small, notwith¬ 
standing the oadkliug of those who insist 
that Europe is the natural market for our 
hen fruit, but those who hare been engaged 
in the busineee of chipping fruit to England 
■ay they have loet money. At the annual 
meeting of the Central Farmers' Institute, 
in Toronto on Wednesday. Mr Wilson, of 
Seaforth, who has often been.referred to as 
an authority upon tbs subject of egg ship¬ 
ments to England, related son)* of his 
experiences. Us said he had on an experi¬ 
mental shipment to England realised four 
cents per dozen lese for his eggs than he 
would have obtained bad he sent them to 
New York. On several of his shipment* 
to England, Mr Wileon said he had lost 
heavily through hot weather and be had 
yet to find the steamship companies which 
would fit up refrigerators and charg* for 
the space taken. They all made the ship¬ 
per fit up the refrigerators and 

then charge for the space taken for 
every trip whether anything was sent or 
not. “ Bo long as the McKinley tariff 
utands against the Csnaeian hen," said Mr 
Wilson, •• We will have to make up our 
mind^to tike lees money for the prodnoM 
of the nen. The English market is not as 
nor as steady, and it is too far away. We 
cannot send eggs from here as cheap as they 
can from Franoe. From a lengthened 
experience with English dealers, I can 
confidently say that there is no nation 
on the face of the earth that is prepared to 
pay so large a price for a first class article 
iu a first class condition, but the distanoe 
is against us. 1 suppose that I have ship¬ 
ped more eggs than any two other Canadian 
ealers, and I feel that the egg trade with 
England is not a success.” Bach is the 
experience of a practioal egg-shipper who 
has experimented at his own ooot to find 
out the value of the British market. Cana¬ 
dian cannot be shipped profitably to 
England.—Ottawa Free Press.

The Ottawa Free Press says :—It ts evi¬ 
dent from the despatches sent from 
Washington to the leading United States 
papers that the purpose of the proposed 
new pilgrimage of the Dominion cabinet 
ministers to the Capital of the American 
republic is thoroughly understood there. 
The correspondent of the New York Her¬ 
ald says that theDominion Tory leaders are 
in search of “ politics for home consump¬ 
tion" ai*d that no proposition short of com¬ 
plete unrestricted reciprocity will be enter¬ 
tained by the United States government. 
It is possible that the three ministers may 
become enlightened during the voyage, and 
consent to a plan for the complete abolition 
of all restrainte upon oommerce between 
the two oountries By so doing (hey will 
of course, incur the hostility #of the comb- 
inesters and monopolists, but thoy will de¬ 
serve well of ihe country. The W ashing¬ 
ton correspondent of the Boston Journal 
(the leading organ of the Harrison admin¬ 
istration in New England) speaks of the 
of the Canadian ministers who are going 
to Washington as “unbidden guests,” ana 
says that while there is nothing to prevent 
their coming they will return as empty 
handed as they did last spring unless they 
make very different propositions from those 
now upon their programme ; and that Mr. 
Blaine has stated within the past two days 
that nothing has been done to renew the 
conferences which the Canadian govern¬ 
ment has sought. The same correspondent 
says that the Washington administration 
lias not forgotten the deception practiced 
by the Conservative leaders upon the peo¬ 
ple of Canada last winter when they 
untruthfully stated that overtures looking 
to a reciprocity treaty had been made bv 
tho United States government. It is there¬ 
fore evident that President Harrison and 
his friends have no confidence whatever 
in the sincerity of the Dominion ministers 
professed anxiety for reciprocity on reason¬ 
able terms.

In a more extended interview Bir Adolphe 
Caron said :—" I have read in the Globe the 
letter from Montreal with copies of orders 
given by me on Mr. McGreevy during the 
election contest£of 1R87- These orders 
were signed by me, and I take the full re- 
Hponsibifoility of the giving of these amounts 
to the gentleman named. As stated in the 
orders, they were for legal or rather for 
legitimate expenses. They were given under 
the following circumstances. Friends of 
mine and myself contributed towards the 
election fund to defray expenses of candi¬ 
dates running in the interest of the Conserv¬ 
ative party. These funds I placed in Mr. 
McGreevy'e hands, as 1 was often away 
addressing meetings and conducting the 
campaign throughout the district, and I 
have in my possession Mr. McGreevy's 
receipts for sums larger than the amounts 
of the orders I gave upon him, so that these 
orders were not for any money given to Mr. 
McGreovy from ony other source except 
through me. Beveral of the candidates 
weie young men who could not be expected 
to bear the legitimate and necessity ex¬ 
penses incidental to an election contest. I 
did not know what other funds Mr. Mc¬ 
Greevy had nor the sources from which 
they came. I had charge of the eleotious 
in the District of Quebec. If an examin¬ 
ation is mado it will bo found that the 
amount ol tho orders I gave to pay money 
to the several candidates was only fair and 
reasonable. No amount was given unless 
previously agreed to by the committee who 
■had charge of the campaign. Bo far as 1 
ktuhv this is the plain and unvarnished 
truth relating to the matter." Bir Adolphe* 
was accompanied by Hon. J. A. Ouimet to 
Ottawa. At the consultation this morning 
were lion. Senator Tasso, Dansereau, Hon. 
L. O. Taillon and J. J. Curran, M.I*. 
Borne of them made lignt of the charges, 
but others could not conceal their chagrin 
and indignation. Mr. Curran said, "Think! 
What can 1 think when those who wrote 
the charges know V " 

OPINIONS Or LI0ERAL8. 

Last night a large meeting of the Liberal 
Club was held. First a deputation consist 
ing of Mr. B. J. Coughlin and J K, Ward 
wag appointed to tender the nomination in 
Montreal West to Col. Frank Bond in 
opposition to J. B. Hall, Provincial Secre¬ 
tary, and then the latest developments were 
discussed. Mr. Coughlin said to day that 
if a commission were appointed and thoso 
charges proved true, as they appeared to be, 
then tba people of Canada could find no 
reason for keeping in powor a party capable 
of such practices. 

Hon. Peter Mitchell said ;—" If the Gov¬ 
ernment institute an inquiry—and they 
cannot refuse—aud these cnarges are prov¬ 
en, it must end in reading out of the party 
the men who are guilty of these acts. The 
uharges as published in the Globe have an 
air of veracity, and in many respects 
the evidence is conclusive. Sir Adolphe, 
I believe, admits that he deposited this 
money in the hands of McGreevy and drew 
it out again. Indeed bis receipts prove 
this. The question for a commission to 
decide is where this money oame from. It 
is well known Bir Adolphe’s private means 
did not permit of such contribution a, and 
I believe the money came from railways 
and contractors and was ultimately paid 
by the people." 

The typioal Conservative view of the sit¬ 
uation, as obtained from a prominent man, 
is that Sir Adolphe Caron’s explanation 
makes it perfeotly clear that he has done 
nothing to reader the Postmaster-General 
unworthy of occupying his seat in Parlia¬ 
ment and that Mr. Laurier's friende are 
furious beoause of Mr. Tarte’s name being 
brought in.

Washington, Feb. 9.— An* iutcrestiug 
report w as yesterday suhmiltod to the Houie 
to accompany a resolution reported by is- 
structiou of the Committee ou Foreign *nd 
I n ter-.State Commerce, requesting the 
President to negotiate with Canada to 
secure tho speedy improvement of the 
Welland and St. Lawrence Canals so as to 
make them conform in depth to the 
standard adopted by the United States for 
its improvements within the great lakes. 

The report says that, the great lakes fur¬ 
nish a highway for the interchange of pro- | 
ductions that has no parallel in any other 
country. j 

No Pent-Up Utica. 

Thus fur the traffic upon them has been 
confined almost wholly to tho trade with 
Canada and the internal commerco between 
the States. The rccent development of tiro 
untold rcsoui.cs of the great Northwest 
has, however, made the productions of that 
region not only a vital part of our 
internal commerce, hut the leading factor 
of our foreign trade. To facilitate tho in¬ 
ternal commerce Congress lifts not hesitated 
to vote appropriations by millions. In 
action in this behalf lias met the country’s 
approval. Tho committee believe that it is 
now equally important to take the proper 
steps to secure a deep-water outlet for tbo 
foreign commerce originating in states tri¬ 
butary to the great lakes. The impracti¬ 
cability of deepening or improving of tke 
Krie Canal so a» to admit the passage of 
ocean-going crafts, the report says, 
seems to ho admitted ou ill 
sides. It is hoped that the claims 
that it is feasible, however, to con¬ 
struct a deep-water canal from Oswego to 
the Hudson are well founded, bnt this, the 
rej>ort says ,would require many years lor 
its execution and cost from $40,000,000 to 
/$ 100,000,000. . 

Fending this the committee think the 
great interest involved should he served by 
other meuns if available.

London, Feb. 0.—Scotland Yard detec¬ 
tives have succeeded in breaking up the 
business of one of the most important of 
the spurious “Claim Agencies” that do 
business witli silly Americans and colonials, 
who believe that large fortunes have been 
left them in Kngland, or that they are 
legitimate heirs of valunble estates now in 
possession of Knglishmeu. K. Homs and 
William Lord Moore are the names under 
which the head of tho concern did business. 
Au enormous number of lsttors from the 
dupes of this "agency” were found at the 
place in Ingersoll-road, which is a small 
ordinary dwelling house. The modus 
operandi of its business is interesting. 

The dupe Iirst gets a circular inunining 
him that search is being made for a person 
of his name who is heir to a large estate in 
Great Britain, or to a fortune in chancery, 
or to a deposit unclaimed in the Bank of 
Kngl&nd, and requesting him to com¬ 
municate with “the European Claims 
Agency” in New York. If he does so, he 
gets a repouse, staling that lie is entitled to 
91715 and usking that 825 be sent for the 
bondman who will prosecute the claim. If 
the 825 is sent that is the end of it. 

SAFE FOR A TIME- 

The Ill Timed Comments of the Proprietor 
of Tire London Financial Observer. 

London, Feb. 0.—W. Perryman, pro¬ 
prietor of The Financial Observer and

THE BROCKVILLE MURDERER BURIED 
AT NEW ORLEAN8- 


The Money In His Pocket* Paid For 
the Funeral, Although Mrs. Fitzsim¬ 
mons and His Canadian Kelatlves 
Telegraphed Their Willingness to Dear 
the Expense. 

New Orleans, Feb. 9.—Iu No. 307, 
••cond tier of the public vaults of 8t. Vin¬ 
cent de Paul Cemetery, uurish of Orleans, 
lies all that is mortal of Frederick C. Fitz¬ 
simmons. There were no mourners *4 the 
funeral, no minister, no How-era, no music 
but the clinking of the bricklayer's trowel. 
So was illustrated these words found iu the 
memorandum book of the murderer and 
suicide: 

'Tis tho twinkle of au eye,'tl* tbs draught of a 
breath, 

i rom the blossom of health to the paleness of 
death. 

Where the Kuir« Was Concealed. 

The instrument with which Fitzsimmons 
killed himself is what is known by surgeons 
as a hitouri. It is very small, but very 
sharp, and is capable of cutting up the 
whole human body without any difficulty. 
Dr. W. H. Robin, who was the first physi¬ 
cian called iu to sew up the wounds, told 
me that tho knife had been concealed by 
Fitzsimmons in his rectum, so thut all tho 
usual prison searches in the world would 
not have revealed its presence. Ho said 
that beforo he left Fitzsimmons he had 
made an examination which had convinced 
him of this beyond doubt. 

Ill* I’nique Funeral, 

As Kitzsiminuns' murder of Gilkinson 
was cold-blooded, his escape from jail bold, 
his hiding for over four months remarkable, 
and his suicide nervy and mysterious, so 
was his funeral unique. Captain Journoe 
of the New Orleans police 1*4 drop the in¬ 
formation that there was $70 cash belong¬ 
ing to Fitzsimmons at headquarters. It 
wus decided to place the remains in a vault, 
subject to the orders of Fitzsimmons' rela- 
| tives, there to remain, unless they are 
ordered clsowhero for one year, and then 
buried. 

In this city it is not possible to dig down 
more than three feet without striking 
water, and there are few spots hereabouts 
where even this is possible. Tho dead are 
therefore deposited in the vaults of marble 
or brick above tho ground, which are

or brick above tho ground, which are 
scaled, numbered and suitably in- 
scribed. Tho cemetery of St. Vincent 
de Paul is a Catholic institution owned by 
Mrs. Manuel Suraez. It contains the bodies 
of many thousands. Fitzsimmous wan de¬ 
posited in tho commonest kind of a vault, 
such as rents for a year at $20. At the end 
of that time the hones of the doccasod aro 
removed, placed in a box and buried in a 
shallow grave in another part of the ceme¬ 
tery enclosure. 

The Last Chapter. 

It was 1.30 o'clock when the funeral pro¬ 
cession left tiio doors of the prison. ’The 
body had been sewed together, tho gashes 
in the neck closed, and the remains dressed 
in a neat silk faced shroud, with collar, tio I 
and cuff* of the most approved funeral 
style. The coffin was of imitation cherry, ) 
with imitation silvor mountings. Upon the 
lid was tho customary “Rost in Peace,” 
and upon the head a largo cross. Four 
vagrams bore the remains from the 
hospital ward through the long corridors 
and down tho winding steps of tho prison 
to the hearse, pushed it into plage, slam¬ 
med the doot- to and then trotted back 
within the prison walls to finish their 90 
days each. The hearse was of (lie finest, 
tastefully draped with crepe. Tho under¬ 
taker started oir on the two mile drive to 
tho cemetery at a lively pace. 

Upon arrival at the cemetery u brick¬ 
layer quickly pulled out the loose bricks 
with which the opening to the vault had 
been closed, whilo a hodearrier hurried 
away to the mortar box for a barrow of 
mortar. There was two minutes' delay I 
waiting for this, and then, without a word, i 
& prayer, hymn or benediction, the coffin ! 
containing the dead desperado was thrust 
into the vault. In two minutes more the 
vault dooi had been bricked in and the 
bricks faced with a coating of cement. 
Somebody remarked that, at last Fitzsim¬ 
mons was in u prison from which no saw 
could save him and no knife release him, 
and the funeral was over. 

From Ills Wife and Home. 

Just about that time Chief of Police 
Gastcr received the following message 
from Chief of Police Rose of Brockvillc, 
Out.: 

Are you sure it's FitzsiumiutW if so, hold 
the body and answer mo immediately. You 
will hear from rao soon as 1 got reply. Any 
oxpense incurred will be paid by me. 

Chief Gutter replied that the body had 
already beta buried properly, but that 
the relatives could have it if they desired. 
Later u telegram stating that Mrs. Fitz¬ 
simmons would authorize tho expenditure 
of $150 to secure a proper burial was re¬ 
ceived.

An expert in crooked devices 
like Fitzsimmons could so manipulate the 
thing when “heads'' were described os to [ 
win on every throw he made 

The lock of little Lucy Fitzsimmons’ 
hair, wrapped in chamois skill, was opened. 
Al>out it was a bit of paper, upon which 
was ths following writing by Fitzsimmons: j 
The world may lose its motion, 

Bright heaven may cease to be; 

The storm may imle the ocean, 

But I’ll never •ove false to thee. 

The little book also contained many mis¬ 
cellaneous clippingsand countlessquotations 
on all manner of themes, including Robert 
0. lugcrsoll's eulogy at the burial of his 
brother. On a page by itself was this in 
Fitzsimmons' bandwriting: 

’Tls hard to venture where our betters fail, 

Or lend fresh interest to a twice-told tale. 

Fake Jewelry and Weapons. 

In the valise which the police had fot»d 
was a lot of jewelry purehMed by Fltzsim. 
mons in Chicago and St. Louii. There 
were two dozen watches, two dozen chain., 
three dozen ring, with settings and a great 
bundle of collar button., etudu, ring., etc. 

It was all of tne fake gold vnnety. It wa. 
Fitzsimmons’ .cheme to .ell the .tuff among 
the negroes in the Uycu Techo country near 
here. The hill, for tho good, showed that 
they had coat about Hilo. There were two 
big Colt’, revolver, and the most mufller- 
ouVlooking clasp knifo imaginable. This 
weapon had a blado on it fully five inches 
long, which .prong open at the touch of a 
spring, and was ground to a razor edge.
